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| State And County Facilities Are 


scribed By Juvenile Counselor 


Part 2 of a Series 
By Gene Duncan 
„(Editor's Note) This week 
the assistant counselor describes 
county and state facilities for 
ithe care of children. He con- 
tinues his discussion of institu- 
tions and facilities for excep- 
tional children in the second 
part of the article next week. 
Many people are interested 


in knowing the types of insti-|a 


tutions available in the state for 
child care — that is care of the 
delinquent and dependent child. 
Before I describe the state 
institutions, let me dwell for a 
few lines on county facilities. 
When we find children who 
are being neglected at home, 
either physically or morally, 
and we feel.that the neglect is 
of such a nature to warrant re- 
moval of the child or children 
we have available the County 


Children's Homes — one for 
White children and one for 
Colored. . 


These homes have very ade- 
quate facilities except for lack 
of space. We must keep this 
fact in mind when investigating 
a case and deciding on court 
action. 

A newly erected White Chil- 
dren's Home was supposed to 
solve all our problems, but ac- 
tually it took some fancy figur- 
ing in order to move the chil- 
dren we had at the time of the 
completion of the new home 
from the old to the new build- 
ing. 

More recently, we have had 
to add more beds in order to 
accommodate our cases. One big 
advantage that the new home 
has over the old is that we have 
facilities for caring for all age 
children whereas before we had 
to board out in licensed foster 
homes those children under the 
age of six. 

We still håve these licensed 
homes available in emergen- 
cies, 

Not only dependent children 
go to the Children's Homes, but 
also delinquent children. When 
we have a minor delinquency 
problem, but one which wi 
rents action stronger than pro- 
bation we may place the child 
in the County Children's Home. 
We must do this with those chil- 
dren under the age of eleven, 
which is the minimum age ac- 
ceptable at the Florida School 
for Boys at Marianna or the 
female counterpart at Ocala. 

In delenquency cases of a more 
serious nature, wà may have to

commit a bcy or girl tc a state 


institution. Of these we have 
two. 
The Florida School for Bays 


at Marianna and the 
Sckool for Girls at Oca 
both campus-style institution 
designed to rehabilitate the de 
linquent child through commun- 
ity living, carefully 
schooling and vocation: 
ing without the atmosph 
prison-type institutio 

These schools have equal but 
separate facilities for colored 
children, Thei no f 
or guards at th nstitutions. 


These schools are filled to capa 
ity at all times. There is al- 
g list for admit- 


tance. 

We generally have to hold a 
child for at least two weeks af- 
ter being committed by the 
judge before we can transport 
him or her to the school. 

A new Florida School for 
Boys is being constructed at 
Okeechobee, but completion of 
this school will be some time 
off,
